Jt was 
er given out to the foreigners that 
the time had come for a grand assault 
on the works of the lumber company. 
The strikers were told that leaders 
were to come from San Francisco and 
that under the guise of a celebration 
the stockade around the mills would 
be torn down and the non-union men 
and the bosses would be run out of 


camp. 
If there is any one thing that the av- 
erage unionist dislikes more than an- 
other it is bullets and cold steel when 
in the hands of the other fellow. 
leaders came from San Francisco, all 
right enough, but they were not fire- 
eating leaders. They were men who 
would stab from behind and shoot 
from ambush, but when it came to an 
open fight against a stockade which 
— 2 men with guns, there was no 
t in them. There was one thing 
they could do, and that wad talk. The 
celebration came off, and “Pin Head” 
McCarthy, with his factotem Tvietmoe, 
were on hand to tell in their broken 
English just how good patriots these 
Huns and Finns were. After carefully 
explaining what the Deciaration of In- 
dependence was, which explanation 
was carefully interpreted for the ben- 
efit of the majority of the strikers, Mc- 
Carthy compared the herd of foreign 
cattle to the heroes of the revolution, 
and asked, with dramatic force: 
“Where were the Plummers, and the 
Algers, and the Johnsons at the time 
of the Revolutionary War? They were 
with the Tories fighting for George the 
Third. Where were they when Fort 
Sumter was fired upon and the flag 
fired upon? They were pulling down 


the flag a shooting from behind the 
le at t United States. Where are 
ey today? Pulling down the flag and 


fighting you American citizens.” 

As this speech was partiglly directed 
at Gen. Russell A. Alger, who is one of 
the officials of the Fort Bragg Lumber 
Company, it can be seen how far the 
ignorance of the foreigners was im- 
posed upon. 

SOCIALISTIC POISON. 

McCarthy spoke for something like 
half an hour, in the strain of patriot- 
lam shown in the above quotation, tak- 
ing care to tell the strikers what a 
great thing the Building Trades Coun- 
cil of San Francisco was, and how 
much it could do for the strikers. He 
warned the men to keep away from the 
officials of the company, because if 
they did not they would be “confused” 
by what the officials said and might be 
led to believe wrong things oftheir 
leaders. 

He especially warned them not to 
believe anything against their leader, 
Sutch, saying: “When they tell you 
nasty tales about your leader here, you 
must come to his rescue. Keep up the 
fight for unionism and the y will 
come when you will see Alger, Johnson 
and Plumer crawling on their knees 
and begging you to have pity on them. 
They will be at your feet as honest, re- 
spectable business men, which they are 
not now.” 

He continued in this strain for some 
time, and then prophesied that the time 
was not far distant when the officials 
of the lumber company would be run 
out of town, and the men who were 
standing firm for the rights of labor 
unionism would step in and take pos- 
session of the mills and run the busi- 
ness for themelves. 

It is this sort of argument that nat- 
urally appeals to the forelgn anarchists 
and socialists who make up the bulk 
of the woodchoppers and millimen in 
that section, and the announcement 
was received with great cheers. Mc- 
Carthy made good with the strikers, 
and when he went away they were 
vowing fealty to him and to San 
Francisco Building Trades Counctl and 
“President Roosevelt.” 

The strike is still on“ and the lum- 
ber company is getting down more 
timber than ever before in its history.

Ordinarily, it is a rather seri- 
ous breach of diplomatic courtesy for 
one nation to make representations 
touching the internal affairs of an- 
other nation. We shal! not go to that 
length in the present case, strictly 
speaking, but we shall come so near 
it that it will amount to about the 
same thing. The President will be 
justified in forwarding the protest to 
Russia, at least to some extent, by 
the fact that so many Russian Jews 
are driven by oppression to fiee from 
the Czar’s domain and to seek asylum 
in the United States. This fact makes 
us an interested party, and in some 
degree gives us the right of protest 
against a policy which forces so many 
undesirable immigrants upon us. 

John B. Webber, late Commissioner 
of Immigration at the port of New 
York (who was chairman of the spe- 
cial commission authorised by Con- 
gress in 1888, to investigate in Europe 
the causes inducing immigration to 
this country,) expressed this thought 
very forcibly and eloquently in a 
speech before the Jewish Chautauqua 
at Atlantic City on Sunday. “We 
cannot,” he said, “look with uncon- 
cern upon the arrival of the thousands 
of hunted, terror-stricken human de- 
ings, who come to us crushed in spirit 
and impoverished in substance, to en- 
ter into competition with our respected 
and self-respecting labor.
